The King again showed the close 


| interest he takes in the encourage: 


ment of thrift among the working 
classes by opening the new oflices of 


the Hearts of Oak Benefit Society in } 
Euston Road on Saturday afternoon. | 


His Majesty, who was accompanied 


| by Queen Alexandra, had previously 


made known his wish that the cere 
mony was not to be regarded as an 
honour to any one society, but to 
friendly societies in general. There 
was accordingly an enormous attend- 
ance of friendly society delegates 
from all parts of the kingdom. 

The King wore the uniform of a 
field-marshal, with the blue sash of 
the Order of the Garter, while the 
Queen was in mourning. 

Their Majesties were received by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
Mr. Gladstone. and were first 
escorted to the forecourt, where an 
address of welcome was read. In 
reply, the King said : 

‘“ I thank you heartily on behalf of 
the Queen and myself for the loyal 
address of welcome which you have

| sented an address. This stated that 
the funds of all the registered thrift

| banks, totalled 402 million pounds, 
and the membership numbered 
thirty millions.

| The scene to one who looks upon 
lit for the first time is astonishing. 
| It is dificult to believe that you are 
j only a threepenny tram ride from the 
| heart of London. 

There are splendid walks across the 
Heath and away to Lee and to 
| Eltham, and on the Heath itself are 
several Roman barrows. On one 
of them in the centre of the Heath 
Jack Cade . hoisted his banner in 
1450. 
| On the south side of the Heath is 
Morden College, "a home for '' De- 
cayed Turkey Merchants," which still 
has its in-pensioners and itg out-pen- 
sioners, Merchants who have'fallen on 
evil times. 

At, Montague House lived Caroline 
Princess of Wales, and Mary Ann 
Clarke, who with the Duke of York 
did -a' large and ‘profitable ‘business in 
the sale of Army Commissions, also 
lived at Blackheath. 

But it is possible that the tourist 
may now wish to start on his return 
journey. 

He will stroll back across the 
Heath to the gate through which 
he came out on to it, then, turning 
down by the high brick wall, he 
will wend his way down Grooms Hill, 
| a steep descent which leads direct to 
Greenwich. 

The walk is a-romantic and de- 
lightful one. At every point the 
eye is charmed with a gloriaus view 
of heathland or a fine old house nest- 
ling aid romantic. surroundings. 

“A little way along the red-brick 
wall the tourist will probably pause 
astonished to see a splendid mansion, 
“the Ranger’s House,” decorated 
with the familiar ;tablets of the 
London County Council. 

The Ranger's House belonged to 
the Earl of Chesterfield in 1753, and 
this-.was the residence, in 1807, of 
the ` Diichess of Brunswičk. When 
the Duke of Connaught was studying 
for. the’ Engineers he lived at the 
Ranger's House. 

Now the London County Geuncil 
have secured the house and the 
grounds, and here ‘the tired traveller 
may enter, and in a stately mansion, 
with the most picturesque surround- 
ings, he can have a cup of tea for 
the modest sum of twopence or jn- 
dulge himself in any of the ordinary 
refreshments of the tea-house 

No one should miss a visit to the 
Ranger's House. Many of the rooms 
still retain their old decorations, and 
the grounds are beautiful, They 
torm part of “The Little Wilder- 
ness,” the pleasure gardens laid out 
by the Princess of Wales in 1807. 

Continuing down Grooms hill the 
visitor gradually finds his surroundings 
growing less romantic and more busi- 
ness-like, and -presently he is back 
again at Greenwich Church, with 
electric tramcars for . Westminster, 
Waterloo, "etc., passing him at fre- 
quent intervals. 

He selects his tramcar and boards 
it, and before he has: finished think- 
ing over the charms of his day's out- 
ing he is back again in the heart of 
London. 

His trip, out and home, has cost 
him, taking either Westminster or 
Waterloo ` as the starting-point, 
exactly sixpence.
